Americans at Montross's. 

A late and important exhibition of oils, 
watercolors and pastels by twenty-five lead- 
ing American artists; is on daring May at 
the Montross Galleries, No. 550 Fifth Ave. 

The display is naturally wide in range of 
subject and varied in methods. George H. 
Clements, Elliott Daingerfield, Dewing, 
Hassam, Lathrop, Melchers, Van D. Perrine, 
Phinister Proctor, Alex. Schilling, Tryon, 
Horatio Walker and Weir, are represented 
by pastels, while Hugo Ballin, A. W. Dow, 
Hassam, George Inness, Lathrop, Homer 
Martin, Melchers, Metcalf, Murphy, Reid, 
Schilling, Tryon and Weir are exemplified 
by representative oils. 

There is abounding charm and. typical 
soft delicate color in two small figure pas- 
tels by Dewing, simple tender feeling in 
Lathrop's watercolor landscapes, strong 
color notes in a panel of 17 landscape 
sketches by Van Perrine and characteristic 
poetry and sentiment in Tryon's five water-, 
colors, two landscapes and three coast arid j 
marine subjects. Gari Melchers sends his 
watercolor sketch for his large well-remem- ! 
bered oil, "The 56™©!!;'' Proctor a virile 
study of an elk; Schilling a good small 
watercolor landscape, and Weir two dreamy 
landscapes, also in the lighter medium. The

his oil, "Spring Evening— Shepherd and!

Of the oils the. most appealing are Hugo 



Ballin's strong, rich colored "Recollections." 
Arthur Dow's truthful feeling marsh land- 
scapes, one with rising moon, the superior 
late* period Innesses "Home of the Heron," 
and "Sunset," Lathrop's beautiful, soft and 
truthful "Misty Dawn," and "Moonrise 
Over the Hill," the early and interesting 
Martin, "Dead River Pond;" Melchers' love- 
ly interior with figure, "The Window," and 
his fine outdoors, "The Garden;" Metcalf's 
delicate, faithful and poetical "Blossom- 
time;" J. Francis Murphy's typical, clear- 
aired feeling, "Showery Day;" Robert Reid's 
fine decorations, "Blue Kimona" and "The 
Gold Fish," two excellent Tryons, "Har- 
bor Lights" and "Autumn Twilight," the 
last especially noteworthy, and two char- 
acteristic figure works by Alden Weir, with 
a strong landscape by Alexander Schilling. 

Paintings by Ledyard Towle. 

H. Ledyard Towle, held an exhibition at 
his studio, 145 West 45 St., last week, of 
thirty of his most recent canvases, a num- 
ber of which have been shown during the 
season at exhibitions in Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh, New York and Brooklyn. The art- 
ist is one of the younger men and but little 
known to the art public as yet, but whose 
serious endeavor and energy are sure to 
command recognition of his talents in the 
near future. He shows a marked aptitude 
for visualizing, and has a natural feeling for 
color. In his portraits he shows cleverness 
in obtaining a likeness. Some of the por- 
traits shown were deservedly praised One 
of Miss Rolina Levi was especially interest- 
ing. There were also several attractive fig- 
ure compositions and landscapes. 



Gussow at City Club. 

The seventh of the season's exhibitions 
at the City Club, to remain through May 15, 
under the direction of Frederick Crane, is a 
group of paintings, principally pastels, by 
Bernard Gussow, a young East Side artist, 
who shows unusual talent in figure work. 
Especially strong are his interpretations of 
East Side subjects and characters. He has 
the happy faculty of presenting his compo- 
sitions in an original manner and they are 
refreshing in color and clever in arrange- 
ment.

It is a creditable 
show, well arranged and is of more than 
usual interest. The sculptors represented 
are Harriet W. Frismuth, Anna V. Hyatt, 
Carol Brooks MacNeil, Gertrude V. Whit- 
ney, and Enid Yandell.

M. Frishmuth is represented by a group of 
several bronzes. W. D. Paddock sends also 
several small bronzes, and Hinton Perry, 
Eli Harvey and Solon H. Borglun are all 
well represented. 

Isidor Konti's bas-relief and small fig- 
ures in the round are typically good. Adolph 
Weiman's Indian subjects are excellent, and 
there is an interesting group of portraits 
and figure pieces by the late J. Q. A. Ward. 
Frederick MacMonnies sends a group of his 
strong and ably modeled works. His pre- 
sentments of horses are unusually good. 
Abastinia St. Leger Eberle has some of her 
charming compositions and there is a 
sketch in bronze for the "Jersey City Sol- 
diers' Monument," by Philip Martiny, 
which should not be missed. C. H. Hum- 
phries, Enid Yandell, F. Manz and W. D. 
Paddock are well represented, and Edward 
T. Quinn has a remarkable portrait of an 
"Old Lady." Victor D. Brenner's examples 
monopolize a large portion of the space. 
Among these is a decidedly poor portrait 
of Colonel Roosevelt. The exhibition con- 
tinues until June 1. 



Posters at Salmagundi. 

A unique exhibition of modern German 
posters from the collection of Henry Law- 
rence Sparks is on at the Salmagundi Club 
to continue through May 11. While the 
display is interesting in color and composi- 
tion," the subjects require considerable study 
for keen enjoyment. A poster for the "Er- 
nemann Camera," by Hans Unger, is one of 
the most attractive. The "Marco-Polo-

design and interesting in composition. For 
those who enjoy poster art th^ exhibition 
will prove decidedly entertaining.

The first annual sculpture exhibition at 
the National Arts Olub opened in the club 
galleries with a reception and private view 
on Wednesday evening last. It has recently 
been decided by the Club's art committee 
to hold yearly exhibitions of sculpture. The 
present display, which comprises works by 
noted sculptors, has been artistically ar- 
ranged and the galleries present an attrac- 
tive appearance. 

Among the most important examples is j 
a group by J. Massey Rhind, including a | 
large historical panel, "The Demonstration 
of the Revolver Before the House of Com- 
mons in 1854," with portraits of famous 
men, notably Disraeli and Gladstone: a bust 
of Governor William Larrabee, and a por- 
trait of Andrew Carnegie. 

There are three charming bronze statu- 
ettes of Indian boys by J. Scott Hartley 
and a virile, life-like presentment of a "Cow- 



FRICK BUYS A REMBRANDT. 

Rembrandt's picture, "The Merchant 
at the Window/' has been purchased 
by Mr. H. C. Frick from the Earl of 
Faversham for $250,000. The work has 
been in the Faversham family for 
nearly two centuries and was shown at 
the Rembrandt exhibition at Burling- 
ton House in 1899. 

The sale of this picture was discussed 
at the annual dinner of the Royal 
Academy in London Saturday last, and 
Sir Edward J. Poynter, the president, 
recommended the passage of a law re- 
quiring owners to give the Government 
an option on valuable art works before 
selling to outsiders. 

Premier Asquith said that the coun- 
try could not view with equanimity the 
sale of great paintings abroad, but at 
the same time could not expect the 
British taxpayer, on whose shoulders 
rested so many heavy burdens, to enter 
into competition with the millionaires 
of the world. 

The King is sai4 to be- in hearty syrn- 
frathy- with : r * the ^ idea j vbidfed' by 'Mr'. 
Asquith for a combination of private 
generosity and government aid to pre- 
vent great paintings leaving England. 

Mr. Frick's purchases, following the 
loss of "The Mill," has inspired some 
English newspapers to advocate the 
formation of an organization to keep 
masterpieces in England. Others in- 
dorse the suggestion of Sir Edward 
Poynter, above mentioned. The "Stand- 
ard" says : 

"It is easy enough for people who have 
no works of art to exclaim against the sale 
of old, famous pictures, but the older fam- 
ilies, thanks to Asquith legislation, are in 
no position to ignore the frantic offers with 
which they are besieged." 

The "Daily News" says : 

"The time has come for the State to take 
a careful inventory of art treasures in pri- 
vate hands and to establish the priority of 
its title to purchase them for the nation 
if they come into the market." 

The "Standard" finally suggests the for- 
mation of a commission of art experts to 
purchase for the nation pictures for thou- 
sands of pounds now that will be worth 
millions in years to come. 



WATERTOWN, N. Y. 

The exhibition of 29 works by Ameri- 
can artists arranged by Chas. Fred- 
erick" -Naegele, and now on at the S. L. 
George gallery, is proving a decided 
success. The voting contest excites the 
interest of all citizens. Mr. Naegele 
has been especially successful in inter- 
esting the school children, who are all 
entitled to vote for their favorite pic- 
tures.

ANNUAL CARNEGIE DISPLAY. 
(Third Notice.) 

Last week I noticed briefly the Eng- 
lish pictures in the Sixteenth Annual 
Carnegie Institute Exhibition now on 
at Pittsburgh, until June 30. 

The other European countries rep- 
resented in the display are France, with 
32 painters showing; Germany, with 
19; Belgium, with 11; Italy, with 4; 
Holland, Scotland and Sweden, with 3 
each; Canada and Switzerland, with two 
each, and Russia and Norway, each 
with one. 

The French Pictures. 

The French pictures, as usual, compel at- 
tention. Several come from the traveling 
exhibition of the Societe Nouvelle, whose 
last display recently closed in Boston and 
have been seen and described before. But 
there are several new canvases and these all 
merit a word of comment. Aman-Jean's full- 
length portrait of Mrs. Albert Herter is a 
typically graceful soft and delicately col- 
ored work. Avy's full-length standing por- 
trait of a fair woman is clever in arrange- 
ment and charming in feeling. Befani's 
"Kermess" is a strong composition, and 
Adolphe Berson's "Place du Theatre-Paris- 
Winter," is truthful, strong and a superior 

Jacques Blanche's "Portrait of the Duch- 
ess of Rutland" and his "Salome" have been 
seen before in America. Both are typically 
strong works, finely drawn, rich in color, 
and well emphasize his reputation. The 
two examples of Bernard de Monvel are 
characteristic. Mme. Boznanzka's "Por- 
trait of Mme. de Baiko," is clever in tech- 
nique, but stiff in pose and not pleasing in 
expression. The example of Caputo, "Two 
Friends," is clever but not important. There 
are ten examples of the strong, mystic 
brush of Eugene Carriere— all typically low 
in tone and gray in color, but full of his 
wonderful expression and feeling. Cottet 
shows his splendid "Brittany Pardon" from 
the Societe Nouvelle show, a fine bust por- 
trait of Lucien Simon, and a well-painted, 
but not inspiring church interior with fig- 
ures, "Ceremony in Burgos Cathedral — 
Spain." There is a rich half-length portrait 
of a girl by Dagnan-Bouveret, a later Hen- 
ner, a typical, tapestry, marsh landscape by 
D-au ch ez , a - s t ro n g ~ p or tr a i t-.o f - an - o 1 d vv o : 
man by Laparra, and three examples of the 
golden brush of Gaston La Touche — all 
characteristic visions of old-time court ladies 
in flowery gardens illumined by "a light- 
that never was," the most alluring, the 
"Visit of the Princes Royal." From Le 
Sidaner come two typical canvases, the 
"Seine and Pont Royal" — the best. 

Henri Martin's fine outdoors with figure 
which won third prize, has already been 
mentioned. There is a typical, classical, 
lovely "Bucolique," by Menard, Raffaelli's 
sparkling vista of the "Champs Elvsees" 
and a charming, joyous summer landscape 
by Lucien Simon. 

Other Foreign Pictures. 

Of foreign artists, other than English and 
French represented, Zorn of Sweden beads 
the list with his striking boldly painted, 
half-length portrait of Andrew Carnegie. 
Rudolf Bacher of Vienna has a remarkably 
fine full-length standing portrait of Kar T 
Kurzmany, an unusual work. There is a 
typical Blommers, "The Ploughman's Fam- 
ily," a lovely landscape, "Sunset in Ar- 
cadia," by William Clapp of Montreal, a 
good summer landscape by Emile Claus of 
Belgium, and a dramatic "Shipwreck," 'jv 

It is a disappointment to find fnly a 
small head by the clever Russian. Nicho- 
las Vechin, this year. Two delightful, ioy- 
ous little landscapes by G. A. Fjaestad of 
Sweden, appeals. A clever, ^ truthfid and 
charming study of ducks swimming is by 
Franz Grassel of Munich, and Wiliielm 
Hambuchen shows a simple, virile view of 
an old city on the lower Rhine in winter. 

Other Good Works. 

Rudolf Hellwag's "Broad Walk— Hyde 
Park" and "Haven in Cornwall," are strong 
works, and Franz Hens' fine stirring marine, 
"Departure of Dutch Fishing Boats," is 
stronger and truer, if possible than a Mes- 
dae\ 

To Ulrich Hubner's clear aired, finely 
composed harbor scene, "A Summer Day," 
an honorable mention was deservedly given. 
Arthur Kampf of Berlin shows a fine char- 
acter study of a clown, and Alexander 
Koester of Austria, a clever study of a duck 
oond. recalling Schramm-Zittau. Mancini, 
the Italian, has a clever portrait of a man. 
illustrated in this issue, and Rudolf Nissl of 
Munich, a good "Rococo Interior." Emil 
Osterman's two figure interior, is more of 
an illustration than a painting, but" is ex- 
ceedingly effective and a splendid lifelike

ACADEMY'S RESOLUTION. 

At a meeting- of the National Academy of 
Design Council held on May 6 the follow- 
ing minute was passed — Resolved: Among 
all those who died in the sinking of the 
Titanic there is no one whose loss will be 
more deeply felt than that of Francis Davis 
Millet. He was not only a loyal and help- 
ful member of this Academy, an artist of 
sound training and versatile talents, who 
had attained high distinction in several 
fields, and a man of noble and genial char- 
acter beloved by all those, in every part of 
the world, who knew him; he was, above an, 
a public-spirited citizen, whose great ability 
and untiring energy were freely devoted to 
many good causes, and, especially, to the 
furtherance of any movement which might 
aid in the diffusion of artistic ideas or in 
the elevation of the profession of art. 

To his action as Director of Decoration 
of the Columbian Exposition, in 1892, was 
largely due the beginning of the great de- 
velopment of mural painting in this coun- 
try; he was, among his many other activi- 
ties, one of the founders and the principal 
executive officer of the National Federation 
of Fine Arts; and he was, from the begin- 
ning, one of the most zealous and active 
supporters of the American Academy at 
Rome, the Directorship of which he had 
just assumed at the time of his death. He 
leaves a legion of friends, but no more sin- 
cere mourners than his fellow members of 
the National Academy of Design. 

Resolved: That the foregoing resolution 
be entered upon the minutes of the Acad- 
emy, -ana Tiiav r <r suicauly engrossed copy of 
it be sent to the family of the deceased as 
a slight testimony of our sympathy in their 
present grief.

THE OLD SALON. 

(From an occasional correspondent.) 
Paris, May 1, 1912. 

Whistler said, "There never was an 
artistic period." This, like "Art for 
Art's Sake," is but a half truth. No 
one can imagine a period when every 
one was artistic — there would have 
been nothing natural. But the pres- 
ent period will go down in history as 
an intensely artistic one. Never has 
there been a greater interest in art, ex- 
hibitions and art purchases, nor great- 
er productiveness. The exhibitions of 
Venice, Paris, London and sales to 
Americans, occupy the. attention of the 
world and every exhibition of a new 
movement is thronged with the curious 
while every Salon — and there are five 
'here during the year — is crowded. 

As has been said, "Half the French 
paint, the other half speculate in paint- 
ings." It is strange, then, that the 
"Old," official Salon should open with 
such a flatly "banal" exhibition, as is 
the present one, of almost 2,000 pic- 
tures. The breath of modernity seems 
to have passed it by, and although there 
are a number of fine things, the mass 
of mediocrity overpowers them and 
they' are only to be found here and 
there like oases in a desert. But at 
least the young painters have a chance 
here and use it. 

There are 65 American artists repre- 
sented in the painting section alone — so 
the catalog says — but of them more 
anon. 

There are two ways open to the crit- 
ics in reviewing an exhibition. One to 
mention well-known names, describe 
their works and pass on. The other to 
conscientiously get the aspect of the 
display as a whole, speak of the pic- 
tures which call for attention and pass 
the others. I prefer the last mentioned. 

The "Star" Pictures. 

;■■; Tlie-Frenchm an Amer- 

ican and an Austrian woman the honors 
this year. Gourdault's "Promenade 
sur la Plage;" Adler's "Accident" and 
Biloul's noble and sincerely beautiful 
"Etude de Nu," are the best French 
pictures, while the American, MacCam- 
eron's "Waiting for the Doctor," the 
Austrian, Mile. Marstadt's "Camel 
Group" and the Englishman,! Frank 
Craig's "Une Chapelle de Nonconfor- 
mists," are artistically the best pictures 
by foreigners shown. 

As one enters the first gallery, J. P. 
Lauren's large decoration, "Premiere 
seance Sallenuelle des Jeux Floraux," 
greets one and we pass with a respect- 
ful salute; it is not the best he has 
done, but he has done nobly in the 
past, and although the work looks like 
a picture puzzle, it is sincere — of the 
other decorations it is needless to 
speak. 

Pierre Gourdault's finely composed 
canvas of two handsome young women 
walking on the shore with a dog is rich 
in color, true in tone and decorative 
in mass. One smells the sea in the 
fine blue water. The canvas is strong 
but not "pretty" and kills everything 
near by its sterling,, sincere and paint- 
er qualities. It is the picture of this 
year's "Old" Salon. 

Episodes and Anecdotes. 

The public will delight in the episode 
and anecdotal picture, but we pass on 
to Biloul's fine nude — a woman reclin- 
ing on a couch against a simple back- 
ground — an exquisite harmony of color 
and warm ivory flesh tones, simply 
seen and treated. The penny-shockers 
of the nude abound, but this has a quiet 
dignity, alone among them all. 

Jules Adler's "Accident" is the next 
best picture by a Frenchman, a street- 
canal incident, people looking over into 
water, treated with a fine sense of mass 
in the grouping and color arrangement, 



a higher plane than he has yet attained. 
Paul Chahas has a delightful nude, a 
girl bathing in a lake at early morning. 
Harpignies has a dignified landscape, 
with a Corot effect and a Corot figure, 
therefore exit Harpignies. A. Pontelin 
has his eternal landscape at twilight, 
but eternally fine and Guillemet has a 
sterling good landscape in his descrip- 
tive mood. In "Canvoy in Alger," le 
Blanche has a richly colored subtropi- 
cal scene, too reminiscent of Brangwyn. 
Mme. Martin's "Apres la Carroda," is 
a large work fully reminiscent of Goya. 

Henri Martin, with Ernest Laurent 
are the two eminent pointellists of this 
Salon. The former's "Stevedores" is 
a charming decorative panel of two 
peasants seated on a wall, but the blue 
of the dress is too prominent. The 
latter has a sensitive portrait of 'Two 
Sisters," a work by an artist. 

Forean has a good large landscape, 
"Les Orphelins de la Mer," with a fine 
sky and distance. Mile. Ansingla's 
"Paupers," a large still life of dolls in 
tone painting is one of the good things. 
Francois Flameng has a portrait group 
of Americans, "En Famille" (the dress 
making its principal merit) and there 
are twenty American painters who 
could have done it better. But Dechc - 
naud with "Portrait of Mme. Wallut," 
has a most dignified work of art, thin 
in "matiere," but the best portrait in 
the Salon which is weak in portraiture. 

The Best Americans. 

Among the Americans, MacCamer- 
on's "Waiting for the Doctor," stands 
out from all the others. It is a thor- 
oughly earnest effort, a sincere study 
of fine low tones, yet rich in its blacks 
and sensitive and transparent in its 
flesh tones and there is a human sen- 
timent, an inner life unusual. It depicts 
a poor man holding a sick child, and the 
mother sitting by him — a night effect — 
but' Mr: MacCameron- has -said 'this so 
well in "The Absinthe Drinker," why 
does he harp on this note? 

C. Warren Eaton has in "Winter 
Landscape" and "The Dunes" two of 
the best landscapes shown — both on 
the line. Richard Miller has two good 
pictures in his usual style, of ladies at 
their toilet, refreshing in color and tech- 
nique among their neighbprs but very 
near the "bon-bon box" in color. His 
portrait has charm, the "nude" solid- 
ity, but not as satisfying as Biloul's 
nude which hangs opposite. 

Another Miller! no, it is by Buehl, 
and very good. Same subject, same 
treatment. Indeed there are about fif- 
teen "near Millers" here? It seems 
easy to pick up the trick! but they 
don't quite get it. 

Aston Knight shows a clever canal 
picture; George Elmer Browne a work 
with his usual qualities and Ossip Linde 
a clever depiction of "Old Bruges by 
Moonlight." Walter Griff en has a well 
composed landscape with a fuller and 
better "impasto" than formerly — "La 
Riviere" (Auray), also a "Primtemps." 

Thomas R. Congdon in "Coquette" 
shows an able arrangement and more 
advanced treatment. "' Ridgway Knight 
has a large picture postcard called "La 
Trileuse." Barthould, who started so 
well, has a very poor portrait group. 
C. B. Fulde's "Raccomodeuse" is a sin- 
cere study of a girl at a window. Cam- 
eron Burnside has a Luxembourg pic- 
ture and Henry Mosler an "Arc-en- 
Ciel." 

Among other Americans exhibiting 
whose work is worthy of attention are 
Chas. S. Forbes, H. Van der Weyden, 
Oscar Miller, F. A. Bridgman, Mildred 
Copeland, Max Bohm, Frank Boggs, C. 
P. Gruppe, Carroll Beckwith, Philip 
Little, Alice Worthington Ball, A. Gib- 
son, etc. 

LE CRITIQUE. 
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LONDON LETTER. 

London, May 1, 1912. 

Two rooms at the Baillie Gallery, 
Bruton Street W., are devoted at pres- 
ent to the work of Frederick Bauhof 
and W. A. Wildman respectively. A 
certain effectiveness of treatment char- 
acterizes the former's landscapes, 
although his subjects are not always 
observed with more than a somewhat 
superficial eye. He works with flat 
expanses of color which impart a good 
impression of solidity where this is re- 
quired. Mr. Wildman's drawings of 
London are delicate in feeling, although 
not invariably strong in execution. On 
occasions he succeeds in capturing the 
essentials of the city's charm, as for 
instance in his impressions of "Hyde 
Park Corner" and of "Parliament 
Square." 

A really remarkable wall-covering in 
Chinese leatherwork is now on view at 
Messrs. Hindley & Wilkinson's, 70 
Welbeck Street, W. This has prob- 
ably been the work of some Chinese 
artist imported by the East India Com- 
pany, who according to the records in 
Messrs. Hindley & Wilkinson's posses- 
sion occasionally undertook such work. 
The whole surface of the leather, 
which covers about 400 feet, and which 
would form a complete wall decoration 
for a room measuring 25x15 or there- 
abouts, is richly ornamented with 
scenes in color, probably illustrating 
successive stages of some Chinese 
legend or drama. Neither the painting 
nor the gilding has suffered to any ap- 
preciable extent, and where the leather 
has been torn in its removal from the 
walls, the damage has been skilfully re- 
paired, the restoration being carried out 
with great discretion. This is believed 
to be the only existing work of its kind. 
There is also in the same room an oak 
organ-case designed by Sir Christopher 
Wraijn, J66A for, s Fa^er ;: Sphrp s i j jdt' 1 5 ; .9r-. 
gan at Westminster Abbey. 

In view of the favor now accorded to 
the works of Raeburn whenever that 
artist's canvases are put up at 
Christie's, the series of his portraits, re- 
cently published by Messrs. Wallis & 
Son in commemoration of the success- 
ful Raeburn Exhibition held by them 
last year at the French Gallery, 120 
Pall Mall, S. W., is particularly oppor- 
tune. The selection is made in such a 
manner as to illustrate the gradual de- 
velopment of his style and the general 
impression obtained is one of excep- 
tional technique combined with fine 
humanity and a shrewd knowledge of 
men and manners. Thorough as is his 
work, it is never academic; it recog- 
nizes the claims of the decorative side 
of portraiture, at the same time sacrific- 
ing on that account but little of the 
directness which is so salient a feature 
of his art. Among the thirty portraits 
reproduced so ably in the volume in 
question (the price of which I may 
mention is 10s) is included that fresh 
and piquant picture of Miss Sarah 
Wordsworth, which alone would have 
sufficed to place the artist in the fore- 
most ranks of portrait painters. But 
whether Raeburn is depicting a young 
girl, a distinguished statesman or a 
group of buoyant children, each is car- 
ried out with the same breadth of man 
ner and ease of execution 



a whole to lead one to expect that so 
obvious a defect will eventually be 
overcome. 

Etchings, watercolors and studies 
by Frank Brangwyn at a gallery in 
New Bond Street, show that inde- 
fatigable artist in various aspects of 
his art. Four fine cartoons for panels 
designed for Lloyd's, are rhythmic in 
design and noble in conception. To 
some of his impressions of London 
railway stations and bridges he has 
contrived to impart all the solemnity of 
cathedral architecture seen with a vis- 
ion at once romantic and austere. Of 
the sixty pictures by Sir William B. 
Richmond exhibited for some time in 
another room of the gallery, forty have 
been sold. It is gratifying to note that 
his wor'k has received its due meed of 
appreciation on the part of the public.

Auction Sales. 

The fifth sale of the Haro col- 
lection closed with a total of $4,548. 
It was the fag end of a good assem- 
blage. The chief prices were $282 for 
a portrait of the Cardinal de Bellegarde, 
and $140 for that of le due d'Antin. 
M. M. Baudoin and Mannheim recently 
dispersed a fine collection of old fabrics. 

The first day's total was $5,537. The 
top price was given by M. Fulgeme 
for a 17th century velvet dalmatic, 
which reached $404. The second day's 
total was $4,806, the best lot fetching 
$510 given by M. Marino for blue dam- 
ask carpet enriched with silk and silver 
embroideries. 

After the calm which accompanies the 
Easter holidays, the Hotel Drouot re- 
sumed its usual animation. The sale 
of the collection of the well-known 
opera singer, Jean Perier, realized 
$10,000. Among the engravings, a por- 
trait of Mile. Duthe by Janinet, from a 
painting of Lemoine, went for $520, and 
a rosewood armoire a filets, style Louis 
XV, made $1,160. 

" "The' M.'X"'iaTe of ancient 'stuffs, with- 
out any striking bids, made a total of 
$13,668. 

A charming collection, formed by a 
well-known amateur, who desires to 
remain anonymous, was recently dis- 
persed by M. Laire-Dubreuil and rea- 
lized $36,550. M. G. Bernheim paid 
$1,920 for a picture by Jongkind. A 
Sevres soup tureen, in pate tendre, 
went to M. Mersbach for $1,400. Two 
vases in Saxe decorated in the Japanese 
style, were purchased by Count Ca- 
mondo for $1,200. The furniture 
brought high prices. A couple of arm- 
chairs, Regence style, ornamented with 
Parisian tapestries, were sold for 
$2,600, to the Vicomte de la Redorthe; 
a Louis XV table was acquired by M. 
Guirand for $1,600. The sale of M. 
Garnier's library made a total of 
$34,000.

Prosper Senat is showing at the Mc- 
Clees Galleries, 29 watercolors, many 
of them of large size, of scenes along 
the Dalmatian cdast arid an the island, 
of Capri and three similar paintings of 
Algiers.

In 
these charming transcriptions of three 
of the most picturesque places in the 
world, the artist has advanced, if pos- 
sible, in his happy choice of subject and 
his rendition of light and air, on his pre- 
vious pictures of southern Italy, Nas- 
sau and Bermuda, wdiich have brought 
him such deserved reputation. He is 
easily in the front rank of American

The artist's picturesque house and garden 
at Barbizon have supplied themes for a num- 
ber of the pictures in this exhibition. He 
studied at the Academy Julien under Ben- 
jamin-Constant, but as his development ad- 
vanced through working out of doors, he 
became more and more a follower of Monet, 
as have all progressive men. 

The canvases here shown represent the 
artist as a painter of garden, field and 
forest (the renowned forest of Fontaine- 
bleau), also as a figure painter, in which 
held he appears to equal advantage. In fact 
he was known formerly only as a portrait 
painter, and many well-known people of 
iNew York sat to him in the past. 

During his absence he has won recogni- 
tion abroad, his work having been admitted 
to the Champs de Mars Salon, and he was 
given individual exhibition at the Gallery 
bollard, a recognition highly prized by art- 
ists, where his large composition, "The 
Kose Garden," was sold to baron de Roths- 
child. In 1910 at the Salon de Seine et 
Marne he received a first class medal for his 
"Shepherdess Bringing Home the Flock,'' 
and last year his picture, "Returning from 
the Fields," was bought by the State and is 
in the Museum of Melun. In 1907 his pic- 
ture of "Court of a Morocco House" was 
bought by the Municipality of Chalons. In 
addition to the museums, his work may be 
found in such collections as the Comando, 
Rothschilds, Heymann, Alexander de Pla- 
gino, Prince of Roumania, Meyer de Pom- 
pery, and others. In this country his pic- 
tures have been bought by Messrs. George 
Gould, Jordan L. Mott, George Macqueth, 
Frederick A. Guild, J. Seaver Page, Jtiarry 
A. Rodgers, and others. During the life of 
VVilliam B. Astor, Mr. Curtis was retained 
at the RhineclifT residence, where he was 
employed in painting thoroughbred horses 
which were the pride of their owner. 

Among well-known persons who have 
sat to him for their portraits are Mrs. Van. 
Doren, Mrs. Jordan L. Mott, Jr., Mrs. Da- 
vid Thompson, Miss Kate Guild, Miss Helen 
Page, the daughters of General Ripley, and 
a number of others. After a brief stay in 
New York, Mr. Curtis leaves for Bucharest, 
where he will paint the portrait of the 
Prince of Roumania and other members of 
the court. 

In this exhibition he shows examples of 
his recent work, which he offers at unre- 
served public sale, feeling that he will re- 
new his acquaintance here quickest by plac- 
ing a number of his pictures in American 
homes. 

Besides his own canvases, Mr. Curtis of- 
fers a number of others, of which those of 
Louis Braquaval. a Belgian by birth, but 
of Parisian training, form a fairly numerous 
group. 

Other pictures of note include an unusu- 
ally fine work by Gustave Courbet, "The 
Retreat of the Fauns." There is also a fine 
example of Daubigny.
